vestigation of Milk Situation 
and Report at Next Meeting. 





The Ontario-Upland Medical So- 
ciety met at the home of the Doc- 
tors Williamson on Thursday even- 
ing, October 9. 

The society is composed of all the 
members of the medical profession 
in the “sister cities, ‘and was or- 
ganized, first, for advancing and cul- 
tivating medical science, and sec- 
ondly, to promote and protect the 
interests of the’ medical profession. 
Dr. A. L. Weber is president and 
Dr: C. L. Emmons is secretary- 
treasurer. ' 

Dr.. Edwards, the. recently appoint- 
ed health officer of Ontario. was 
elected an honorary member of the 
society. Dr. Hdwards, tn his official 
@apacity, plans an immediate inves- 
tigation of the milk situation in the 
community and will report his find- 
ings at the next regular meeting. 
This will give the doctors accurate 
information as to the products of 
the various dairies, so that they 
may advise their clients, and alt 
others who may \wish to inquire, 
whether the milk they are using is 
fit for human consumption or not, 
and where they may obtain milk 
that is so fit. 

The principal matter of discussion 
at the meeting was the hospital situ- 
ation. It is the unanimous opinion 
that the community needs more hos- 
pital beds, in order that the doctors 
May treat their serious cases in the 
most efficient manner and give them 
every possible chance of recovery. 

There are two alternatives with 
which to meet the problem: First,

Every inch 
of water that can be put into 
storage in the winter for use 
some later summer is merely a 
variation of the epigram about 
making two blades of grass 
grow where one or none spronit- 
ed before. 

But the engineer’s figures 
stated in the discussion can only 
be sadly surprising, for were all 
the flood water conserved, it 
would still be wholly inadequate 
to irrigate the available land in 
the valley of the Santa Ana riv- 
er. There have been dreams 
voiced to the effect that enough 
flood water runs away to irri- 
gate all unirrigated land that is 
tillable, but the engineers wake 
us up with a start. Nothing like 
that. They say there are 800,- 
000 acres of land in the basin 
of the Santa Ana river from the 
mountains to the sea, that might 


-be tilled. Of this acreage, only 


220,000 is now irrigated, leaving 
about 580,000 aeres yet to be 
touched by the irrigation ditch. 
But of this vast acreage, the 
storm water run off if saved, 
would provide for only about 
40,000 acres. 

This is not to suggest that 
the irrigation of 40,000 addi- 
tional acres is not important. 


On the contrary, it is of very 


great importance, and the esti- 
mate of an annual crop of $8,000,- 


000 from the land is probably 


conservative. But those of us 
who had hoped that, when this 
conservation plan is worked out, 
it might make possible the irri- 
gation and cultivation of all un- 
irrigated land from the moun- 
tains to the sea, may as well 
realize that until’ or unless some 
other not now discovered source 
of irrigation water is found, that 
hope cannot be realized.

pers the executive commission of 
the Presbyterian chruch, which

It was soon seen that the only 
difference between newspaper 
advertising and the signboard 
method was the wideness of the 
appeal.

FOREST SERVICE TO TRY WIRE- 
LESS TELEPHONE 





In many sections of the national 
forests it has been found impossible 
without great expense to maintain 
elephone wires or cables, because 
of the havoc wrought by timber fall- 
ing across the wires and by heavy 
snow-slides. Therefore wireless tele- 
phones are soon to be given a trial 
in the forests, and the Signal Corps 
of the army has lent for combina- 
tion sets of transmitting and receiv- 
ing apparatus to the Forest Service 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

Equipment is to be installed on 
Mt. Hood, at an elevation of about 
13,000 feet, and another set is to be 
at the nearest forest ranger station, | 
about twelve miles away. Two oth- 
er sets are to be placed in the 
Clearwater Forest region of Idaho, 
which is heavy wilderness country. 

Wireless telephones have never 
been tried in mountainous country, 
and interest centers in the results 
of the experiments, particularly in 
the effect’on messages of , high 
ridges between telephone stations. 
The Mt. Hood experiment will show 
the practicability of talking from a 
high point to a low one, and the 
Clearwater Forest experiment will 
demonstrate whether messages can 
be communicated from two points 
of about the same elevation, but 
separated by mountains. 

All the wireless stations will be 
established at lookout points, and 
will give warnings of fires develop- 
ing in the forests, supplementing 
the regular facilities. of the Forest 
Service. i
